Successful Year 


The Covina Citrus association held 


its annual stockholders' meeting last 
Monday at the packinghouse, over 
one hundred members and their fam- 
ilies enjoying the dinner served by 
the ladies of the Baptist church. 


The president, Harry Gordon, pre- 


sided over the business meeting held 
in the morning. 
.

The annual report of the manager, 


Koy E. McKay, for the year ending 
December 11, 1926, was a source of 
satisfaction to the members of the 
association. The report showed that 
375 carloads of 462 boxes to the car 
•were sold, of which 155 cars were 
Thompson improved navels, Wash- 
ington navels and miscellaneous var- 
ieties, and 220 cars were valencias. 
The return to the growers was $570,- 
014.72. 
The average selling price 


was $3.216 per box, which would 
place the association among the high 
nouses in the exchange. 


The acreage in the association is 


now 1386% acres, an increase of 
197% acres over last season. Eighty- 
five per cent of the acreage is now 
equipped with orchard heaters, in- 
cluding 36,173 oil heaters and 17,795 
briquet heaters. 


The old board of directors was re- 


elected, as follows: Harry Gordon, 
P. H. Maurer, C. E. Myers, W. J.

of the Riverside experimental sta- 
tion, who talked on "Plant Nutri- 
tion." He brought out the thought 
that the previous history of the soil 
must be studied in order to apply 
the food to the tree that is lacking. 


At the afternoon session, Floyd 


Young of the government agricul- 
ture service spoke on "Frost Pro- 
tection." He gave interesting data, 
from experiments, giving the average 
range in temperautre of 8% degrees 
in the 40 feet from 4he ground which 
it is necessary to heat. He spoke of 
the moisture in the surface soil or 
in dew as an aid in raising the tern' 


' perature. He stated that the foro- 
* cast is given over the Times at 8

warned against using a match or 
torch in reading their thermometers, 
stating that even the breath would 
raise the thermometer a de gree or

Dana King, manager of the sales 


department of the Fruit Growers Ex- 
change, was the next speaker. 
He 


complimented the manager on the 
well-packed fruit, which made it pos 
sible to obtain the highest market 
price. Mr. King gave some interest- 
ing figures on the prices received for 
this year's citrus crop in eastern 
markets'; The market price averaged 
$5.00 per box, which 
means that 


California oranges retailed at 50 
'jQnt j per .Aomn in eastern 


the higher' prices obtained for-the 
California fruit over the Florida 
fruit, co-operative marketing. 
He 
stated that only 35 per cent of the 
Florida crop was moved through co- 
operation, while 65 per cent was sold 
through individual speculators, who 
throw the fruit on the market re- 
gardless of the demand. 


Christmas Lane 


Will Be Lighted 


At 7:00 Tonight 


Pasadena. — Altadena's 
famous 
"Street of the Christmas Trees" 
will burst into its accustomed Yule- 
tide brilliance at 7 o 'clock on Christ- 
inas eve and at 5 o 'clock on each suc- 
ceeding evening until after New 
Year's. 


The mile-long avenue of deodars, 


illuminated by thousands of colored 
electric lights, is expected to. attract 
more visitors than ever this year. 
Of the 180 trees, 75 will be lighted, 
which is 12 more than last year.' 
Each tree will carry three streamers 
of bulbs, with 25 bulbs to the stream- 
er, or 75 lights for each tree. On 
the 75 trees will be 5,625 electric 
bulbs, one-third of them red, one- 
third green and one-third "white. To 
wire the trees will require 20,250 
feet of wire. 


The illumination of the deodars is 


sponsored by the Pasadena Kiwanis 
club. The trees are wired and the 
lights installed by the city of Pasa- 
dena, while transformers and elec- 
tric current are furnished by the 
Southern California Edison company. 


The spectacle provided by the 


lighted trees attracts about half a 
million persons annually The trees 
are giant Himalayan cedars, known 
as deodars, or "Trees of Goi" For 
almost a mile they stand in unbrok- 
en rows on both sides of Santa Bosa 
avenue in Altadena, beautiful suburb 
of Pasadena, overlooking the city 
and valley below. 
The custom of 


lighting the trees at Christmas time 
was begun in 1920 and has since 
been observed each year. 


The lights will be turned on at 7 


o'clock on the night of December 
24, following a short program com- 
prising talks by 'city officials and 
civic leaders, band music and sing- 
ing of Christmas carols. Each night 
thereafter the lights will be on from 
5 p. m. until 10 p. m., the last night 
of illumination being New Year's 
night. 


County and city traffic ofdcers will 


be aided by hundreds of Boy Scouts 
in the direction of traffic. 
Traffic 
will be routed north on streets par- 
al}el to Santa Eosa avenue, thence 
on cross streets to the head of the 
xow of deodars. On Santa Eosa ave- 
nue all traffic will be one wayr Cars 
•will be directed down the avenue two 
abreast, with lights out. Motorists 
should drive north toward the moun- 
tains from down town Paaadena on 
Lake avenue, and follow the direc- 
tions of traffic officers. 


The deodars, now almost 80 feet 


high and perfect pyramidal growth, 
•were planted in 1882 from seed gath- 
ered on the slopes of the Himalaya 
mountains.

A retarded pupil is one that is 


older than he should be for the 
grade he is in. 


An accelerated pupil is one that 


is younger of age than he normally 
should be in the grade. It marks 
the ability to take the work faster 
than his age would indicate. 


Retarded children are more ex- 


pensive to educate than normal or 
accelerated because of the rcpiti- 
tion or the necessity of taking them 
through a grade twice. 
It is im- 


portant in the economy of school 
management to get 
the 
children 


through the school under normal con- 
ditions. It is also important not to 
promote faster than the pupils are 
able to comprehend the work. 


Observation of the figures reveal 


that the Werwin school has a very 
high 
percentage 
of 
retardation, 


which is due to racial and language 
difficulty. It is also\ noticeable that 
Chicago, Los Angeles' and Minneap- 
olis show a large percentage of nor- 
mal children dne larlgcly to having 
special classes 'and stehools for re- 


order. You'd better get yours NOW. 


he high school having a large per 
:ent of retarded pupils is due to the 
number of older boys returning to 
ugh school after being out of school 
'or a number of years. However, ii 
one adds the normal and accelerat 
ed groups in the various schools oJ 
our system, it will be noted that the 
jrogrcss shows very favorable to 
:he leading schools of the country 
For example, Chicago totals 85 per 
?ent, Los Angeles totals 84 per cent 
Minneapolis totals 80 per cent, anc 
Covina totals 82 per cent.

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The San Gabriel Dam— 


(Los Angeles Times) 


To all those who, for various reasons, are imperiling a 


large portion of the richest area of Los Angeles county by 
delaying active construction work on the San Gabriel flood 
dam at the Forks site, the Times urgently commends the 
Safley-McGlashan report on the subject, of which significant 
portions were reproduced in yesterday's Times. 


This is the report upon which were chiefly predicated the 


federal permits granted the Los Angeles county flood control 
district to proceed with construction work on the dam at the 
Forks, as against the Granite Dyke site urged by the city of 
Pasadena, Anthony Pratt of the Los Angeles Municipal lea- 
gue, Dr. Milbank Johnson of the California Taxpayers' asso- 
ciation, and others. 


This report was written by F. J. Safley, chairman of the 


federal commission named to investigate the whole contro- 
versy, and H. D. McGlashan, district engineer for the United 
States geological survey.

Their 
whole job was to get at the exact facts and to report them.

established certain water rights which she desires for herself 
and that the Granite Dyke scheme was simply a device used

for progress and advancement are the home town merchants, 
and often they stand alone while others fold their hands and 
look on complacently. Whenever there is a fair, carnival or 
other community enterprise started, the business man is al- 
ways the first one appealed to and he is the one who general- 
ly bears the financial load. Every enterprise of church and 
school is backed by the merchant. 


"He does his share along with all the other residents of 


the community in supporting public improvements and pay- 
ing taxes—and he pays a large per cent of the taxes—in ad- 
dition to fostering every public spirited movement that is 
initiated. 


"Some do not give the home town merchant the credit 


he deserves. He is entitled to more than the retailer else- 
where, or the mail order house, because he is the backbone of 
the community, the central force that holds the community 
together. 


"Of course, he is in business for profit. He must have 


a legitimate profit to live. None should deny him that. And 
the truth of the matter is, local merchants sell goods at or 
less than city prices and if we will be fair enough to admit 
that it costs money to go to the City—the expense of car or 
bus fare, gasoline and wear on the automobile, time spent 
and shoe leather worn out—it is cheaper to trade at home, 
to say nothing of the spirit, of reciprocity that should be 
shown by every loyal home town citizen.

government experts.

ents continued to make just as much noise as ever; so much, 
in fact, that the county board of supervisors, hoping to sat- 
isfy them, asked the Los Angeles chamber of commerce to 
suggest a plan to adjust the differences so that the work 
could g o ahead.

The chamber of commerce made the mistake of referring 


the question to a committee, half or more of whom are to be 
named by the bitterest partisans in the whole controversy— 
the Municipal league and the California Taxpayers' associa- 
tion. If any further investigation were required—which it 
is not—it should be by neutral experts. The effect of such 
"refereeing" as this, if it is allowed to continue, can at best 
only prolong the deadlock at a time when the county faces 
a repetition or worse of the wet season of 1914, when the San 
Gabriel river did $15,000,000 in flood damage. 
. 


If these political and partisan enemies of the Forks site 


succeed, as they hope to do, in changing the location of the 
dam site, it will simply mean that in all probability there will 
be no San Gabriel dam at all. For the ballot proposition by 
which the people of Los Angelse county, two years ago, ap- 
proved the $25,000,000 bond issue for this dam and other 
flood control work specified the Forks site for the dam. That 
means that no other site can legally be used under this bond 
issue. The recent defeat of additional flood control bonds 
makes it highly improbable that more funds could be secured 
for building a dam at any other site. 
, 


There is absolutely no reason for further delaying this 


urgently needed work by longer inquiry into the merits of 
the matter. Every competent engineer from Gen. George 
W. Goethals down, who has given the subject real study, has 
unhesitantingly approved the Forks site as against that at 
Granite Dyke. The latter lies in a well-defined earthquake- 
fault zone and to impound a large quantity of water behind 
a dam in such a location would be-criminal. The, Safley-Mc- 
Glashan report declares that the supposed money saving to 
be made possible by a dam at Granite Dyke was the result 
of a mistake in calculations by the engineer upon whose esti- 
mates the case for Granite Dyke is predicated. 


Messrs Safley and McGlashan declare their belief that 


the opposition to the Forks plan had its origin in the desire 
for delay at any excuse, on the part of the Pasadena element, 
and in political enmity for Engineer Reagan, to accomplish 
whose removal, the report says, all sorts of "insidious propa- 
ganda" has vainly been resorted to. 


Under the circumstances the Times feels that those who 


have honestly but mistakenly favored the Granite Dyke site 
can afford to withdraw their opposition in the light of demon- 
strated facts.
